of applications to budget culs 
by colleges and universities 
wilhin Ihe last five years that 
have "left many good people 
floating around."

Browe expressed Ihe "regret 


of everyone" about the strike 
and mass firing. "The teachers 
never realized how commilled 
the board is.

The station is to shut its doors

Closing the 11 Great Lakes 


stations and '1 Atlantic stations 
will save Sl.'i million a year, 
the spokesman said. The 
stations were described as 
"iow workload units," whose 
areas of coverage can

handled by other stations. 


Chief Pelly Officer Joseph 


Xwawa. officer in charge at 
South Haven, yesterday called 
(lie closing "a real shock." He 
said word had been received at 
the station Thursday.

High Court Hears No-Fault Law Pros And Cons 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The Michigan Supreme Court 


has taken under advisement questions about the state's new 
no fault insurance concept after opponents and supporters of 
the controversial plan had one last head-on collision. 


The Michigan Trial Lawyers Association charged in oral 


arcuments before the high court Friday that the new law was 
log-runea, streamrolled and railroaded 
through 
the 


legislature last fall. 


Sen. Harvey Lodge, sponsor of the no fault law, branded 


the accusation as "utterly dishonest" and said the measure 
underwent exhaustive discussion. 


The charge by Harry Philo, president of the Trial Lawyers 


Association — and Lodge's rebuttal — sparked (he court 
arguments on the constitutionality of several aspects of the 


law which goes into effect Ocl. 1. 


They were among eight persons who leslified at Ihe 


hearing. The law was supported by representatives of Ihe 
United Auto Workers Union, the League General Insurance 
Co. and Michigan Credit League, and the Slale Bar 
Association. Lawyers from Ihe attorney general's office 
argued pro and con. 


Chief Justice Thomas M. Kavanagh said the courl would be 


doing well to deliver an advisory opinion on the law by May 
or June. 


Philo, whose organization long has opposed Michigan's no 


fault law, said the law is not sufficiently described in the title 
of the State Insurance Code. One question the court will 
determine is whether the Utle expresses fully Ihe intent and 


nature of the legislation. 


Philo also said the House passed the final version of Ihe bill 


with only about 20 seconds of discussion and that Ihe in- 
surance industry and the United Auto Workers Union "were 
part of Ihe log-rolling team." 


He added: 
"The law was passed within 48 hours, changing the whole 


concepl of liability. This was not just log-rolling, hut steam- 
rolling and railroading." 
, 


Philo said lawmakers "hid it in the State Insurance Acl 


because at Ihe time no legislator could vole againsl it. It was 
like motherhood, the flag and country... There were all sorts 
of problems Ihe public's alien lion had to be called lo.. ." 


When it came lime for Lodge to speak, the 71-year-old 


Waterford Republican said, "I've never been so reviled as I 
was a few minules ago. The bill was not log-rolled or black- 
jacked and didn't have any olher deceit in it." 


1-orlge said that pressure from the Michigan Bar 


Association, in facl, forced lawmakers to strike the word 
"permanent" from a section of Ihe law that allows civil cuits 
for "serious impairment of body function." 


lyodge nolcd Ihe final measure approved by the legislature 


was a conference report "which usually doesn'l get much 
debate because Ihe bill has been gone over extensively in 
both houses."

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Detroit Judge Is A 
Real Gone Activist 


Our Friday edition ran an Associated 


Press condensation of a story which off 
and on for the past 12 months has taken up 
considerable space 
in Detroit's two 


newspapers. The Free Press and The 
News. 


It concerns a hassle between the Wayne 


comity circuit judges and the county 
commissioners over a pay schedule for 
the courts' probation officers. 


Constituting the third leg in a triangle is 


the Wayne county Local of the American 
Federation 
of State, 
County 
and 


Municipal Employees to which the 
probation officers belong. 


A year ago the judges, 
represented 


primarily by their presiding 
officer, 


Joseph A. Sullivan, negotiated a new pay 
scale with the union local for the 42 
probation officers. It calls for an increase 
approximating the 5.5 per cent guide line 
in the President's Phase II order. 


A sizeable, steadfast majority of the 


county commissioners has refused to 
implement the agreement, even as they 
recognize the inevitability of making 
some concession when everyone else is 
receiving more. 


Late in February the Union petitioned 


Judge Sullivan to effectuate 
the 


agreement through issuing a show cause 
order to the commissioners as to why they 
should not honor the agreement under 
penalty of being cited for contempt of 
court. He named Thursday as the 
deadline for a decision. 


Just prior to the designated appearance 


time the commission's ways and means 
committee approved a 4 per cent salary 
increase but voted 15 to 6 against the 5.5 
plan. Two others abstained from voting. 
Four other members of the full board 
were absent on vacation trips or other 
purposes. 


Upon learning of the balloting, Judge 


Sullivan jawboned the 23 commissioners 
before his bench from where he informed 
them that unless sufficient of the balky 17 
do not change their votes on the 5.5 con- 
tract by March 19 they can report in 
person to the county jail or have a 
sheriff's escort do the honors. 


He excused the six county fathers who 


bowed to his pay edict from further at- 
tention cm his part. 


If thcgmajority stand their ground, it 


can eventually present a case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court for a ruling on some new 
theories being advanced in constitutional 
law. 


It has always been assumed under the 


American theory of federalism that the 
executive, legislative and judicial 
branches are of equal standing and have 
certain mutually exclusive prerogatives. 


One extremely potent power delegated 


to the legislature is to appropriate funds 


and to raise taxes to run the entire 
governmental 
apparatus. For most 


purposes not much happens unless some 
money is forthcoming to get the ball 
rolling. 


The judiciary has some fast flying 


arrows in its arsenal. It is charged with 
interpreting the law; and it enjoys the 
inherent authority !o manage its internal 
procedures and to enforce its orders. It 
also asserts a like inherent authority to 
jurisdiction in certain types of cases. 


In the past just as with today's con- 


frontation between Congress and Nixon on 
spending questions there have been 
numerous collisions between the three 
branches. 


One of the most famous took place, 


between Andrew Jackson, as President, 
and John Marshall, the Chief Justice, in 
the early 1830s. Each heartily detested the 
other's political philosophy and after 
learning of a Supreme Court opinion 
particularly galling to him, Jackson 
quipped, 
"Marshall has made his 


decision. Now let him enforce it." 


At the outset of the Civil.War, Lincoln 


caused the entire Maryland state 
legislature to be arrested to prevent it 
from voting for secession. 


Money 
quibbling 
between 
the 


legislature and the other two branches is a 
mine run experience, but until the Detroit 
quarrel broke into the open scarcely as 
dramatic as the above illustrations. 


Substantially Judge Sullivan is ex- 


panding the inherent authority doctrine 
with a latitude never expounded in a high 
school civics book nor for that matter 
seriously advanced in legal publications. 


Carried to its logical conclusion it 


means that judges can set their own 
salaries, hire whatever personnel they 
believe convenient and generally run the 
courts on their own self created budgets. 
The legislative branch would be knocked 
back to docile role of finding the money by 
whatever means possible. Taken one step 
further in this logical process, the courts 
could bypass the legislature and levy their 
own taxes. 


Conservatives belabored Earl Warren 


as displaying an overly active judicial 
thyroid when he was the U.S. Chief 
Justice, but unless he voiced the thought 
in private we never heard of him going the 
extremist route taken by Judge Sullivan. 


The legislature in modern times has not 


been much of a guardian for the public till 
or the taxpayer, but constitutionally it is 
the only protection available 'to the 
people. 


Obvious as is the personality pique in 


the Detroit collision, the county fathers 
still must he the ones to decide what a 
judicial employee should be paid. 


Voluntarism Not Cheap 


Whatever else the all volunteer Army 


concept may prove, it is turning into a 
very, 
costly 
maneuver. 
Everyone 


assumed it would cost something ad- 
ditional to entice a volunteer into the 
military life and keep him contented after 
the draft had been suspended; but some of 
the manpower costs involved in the switch 
are showing signs of heading into orbit. 


The per capita military manpower cost 


• in 1965 was S8.100. Today it is $18,300. The 
"extra" military costs attributable to the 
conversion for fiscal 1973 alone were $2.7 
billion. Total manpower costs between 
1964 and 1973 grew from $22 billion to $40 
billion at the same time the armed forces 
declined by 300,000.

still had 
a 
small 


following. 


As far as campus political 


culture is concerned, the sharp 
break occurred in 1952, and 
here, be it noted, the faculty 
broke dramatically wilh Ihe 
Princeton body.

Though Ihe Republicans were 
still there in force, they were 
outnumbered by a ralio now 
approaching 2 to 1.

was a shrewd Yankee who knew the value of a dollar and 
apparently enjoyed keeping up with local news when not 
selling wash tubs and scrub boards. 


On Jan. 25,1RB1, Irving W. Conkey plunked down $1.50 


for a year's subscription to the News-Palladium. By 
paying in advance, he saved 50 cents off the normal 
subscription price. 


The receipt issued to Mr. Conkey after this financial 


coup was purchased recently by David Kempf, of 3474 
Crestvicw drive in St. .Joseph. 


Kemp, a collector and history buff, said the receipt was 


among a "bunch of old stuff," mostly receipts and checks, 
that he purchased from another collector several weeks 
ago. 


Starting with coins 10 years ago, Kempf's interests have 


gradually expanded to include "most anything" from the 
Twin Cities past. 


"Collecting leads from one thing to another and event- 


tually there is no end," Kcmpf said. 


Although his family was originally from Chicago, 


Kempfhaslivedin thearea all hislife and is employed by 
Whirlpool Corp. 


Mr. Conkey seems to have had a talent for financial 


matters far beyond saving money on newspapers. He 
opened a general merchandise store in Benton Harbor in 
the late 1870's which was in operation until 1959. He was 
also first president of the Farmers & Merchants National 
bank when it was organized in 1888. 


During his administration as mayor, Mr. Conkey bought 


a site for city hall at 6lh and East Main streets for $300 and 
saw the building completed without any debt.
